Lake County is Montana’s ninth most populous county, with an estimated 28,279 
residents in 2005.  Polson, the county seat, is the state’s 16th largest city, with a 
population estimated at 4,828 in 2005.1 Other cities and towns in Lake County include: 
Arlee, Big Arm, Charlo, Dayton, Dixon, Elmo, Pablo, Ravalli, Ronan, St. Ignatius, and 
Swan Lake.

Th e vast majority of Lake County resides within the Flathead Indian Reservation, home 
of the Confederated Salish and Kootenai Tribes (CSKT). Th e CSKT Tribal Complex, 
Th e People’s Center, and Salish-Kootenai College are all located in Pablo, MT, which 
serves as headquarters for the tribes. 

Lake County is named for Flathead Lake, the majority of which is bordered by the 
county.  Lake County also features the National Bison Range, St. Ignatius Mission, the 
Mission Mountain Range, and part of the vast Bob Marshall Wilderness.

Public Administration is the number one industry subsector in Lake County, employing 
1,363 people in 2005.  Other signifi cant subsectors include Retail Trade (with 1,206 
employees), Educational Services (1,138), and Health Care & Social Assistance 
(1,035). In 2005, the fastest growing subsectors of Lake County’s economy included 
Administrative & Waste Services (up 24.7% from 2004), Agriculture, Forestry, Fishing 
& Hunting (up 10.7%), and Construction (up 10.6%).2
